Carroll, Financier, Once Lived In

CINCINNATI. April 6— Sixty-two 
years ago the official host of Queen 
Marie on her American tour was a 
ragged newsboy living in a packing 
case in a Cincinnati alley. 
John H. Carroll, counsel for the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad, was 
the boy, whose rise as lawyer, fi­ 
nancier and host to royalty forms a 
chapter in the never-completed his­ 
tory of American opportunity. 
In 1863, when Colonel Carroll 
was five years old, his mother was 
; notified that her husband, a Union 
soldier, ■was dying of wounds in a 
southern camp. With her little boy 
she set out from her home in a New 
York village. 
She stopped here to 
do some shopping, left her son at 
the station and never returned. The 
father died. Thirty-five years later 
the son learned that his mother 
died in a hospital, of sunstroke, the 
day she left him. 
The station agent turned the waif 
adrift after three days. 
He was 
found by a newsboy, George Wilson, 
now a merchant in Tacoma, Wash. 
Wilson gave him a home in a pack­ 
ing case in Baker alley. 
The two 
shared the packing case and sold 
newspapers. 
On Christmas eve, 18C4, the boys 
saw a Santa Claus giving out pres­ 
ents to other boys 
in a mission. 
Johnny hung up his stocking but all 
he received was a frostbitten foot. 
The next morning Murray Shipley, 
one of Cincinnati’s 
wealthy resi­ 
dents, found Johnny sitting on the 
curb rubbing his foot. He took him 
to a neighbor, where Johnny lived 
the rest of that ■winter.
